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Politics of Europe.

Government af Greeee,—Tne Arvormeme Zeituxe, of Aage- 
burg, contains a declaration of the Provisional Government of 
Greece to the Christian nations, of which the following is the 
bubsinnce : 





"The great combat into which the Greek nation has been 
drawo bas occapied Europe, as it will occupy ove day the pen of 
bistocians, In the Grst moment al! persons of any feeling learned 
with joy that Greece was combating for her liberty. A prey to 
the harshest and most hamiliating oppression, it excited the 
compassion of the civilised world. Tiumanity called loadly for 
the deliverance of ber benefactrese, Eorope for the well being of 
its mort interesting aed most precious part. Eteraal justice tore 
the veil before the Throne of the Almighty, and accused the 
profane:s of the mysteries, the sanguinary usurpers, the perse- 
cators of widows and orphans. How is it that European politics, 
boatead of fneoaring such just efforts, have mistaken their true 
natore * How is it thetan unbeard of malevolence has soecht 
to calumniate the intentions of ao oppressed nation, and has 
poisoned ao andertaking which bad po need of excdse! Did not 
the Otloman tyranny give rise to the Greekissurrection’ Was 
it not known that despair and arms would be the only weans of 
attaining iodependcence and a legitimate liberty ? 


* Whatever were the circomstances, the pretext and the oc- 
easion which determined ihe movement, it was not the less evident 
that it was occasioned by an interior discontent generally and 
profoundly rooted ; pdiseenient of which the terrible consequen- 
ees must sooner or later in@ame Greece. Besides the movement 
of this sation is seither a sedition, pore revolt, nor can ithe a 
& parody without object, or a materia! or moral consequence of 
those political agitations, the equivocal mature of which has in- 
spired sensible men with seach serious reflections The uoheard- 
of injastice suffered by Greeee, proved sefficiently that we do oot 
obey a legitimate aed protecting pewer, and that legitimacy 
would dishonour itself, were it fo place aself io @ parallel with 
the pitiless barbarians whom our political annibilation had pot 
satisied, and whom a shadow of civil liberty threw into rege. 


“ No oath, no treaty, attached as tothe power which had been 
imposed en as, and which, like the most mortal of al! epidemics 
infeeted the atmeschere of oer devastated country The moment 
Bas arrived {to overtarn a cational aed honoured Royalty, or 
te seerifice a tolerable position te the illasions of an imaginary 
perleevea, bet to break the tron soke of our tyrants, to Oppose 
force te foree, and to establish our invariable right in place of an 
Socerias State, which offered mettber laws nor protection. What 
Greater evils could be dreaded than these ebich weighed down 
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3 Candia, Bpiras, and the Morea? An execrable administration, 
3 the worthy produce of the avaricious Government of Mahomet 
TIL., the model of pillage and extortion, had torn from the sub- 
jogated people the last drop of thelr blood. Io vain the lamea- 
tations of the anhappy were multiplied; they were lost without 
reaching the power which weighed us down 


“ Already despair began to sagecat to the anhappy of seve- 
ral provinces, the ehange of religion as the last means of salva 
tion; but would Europe have wished to see ander its eves this 
(rightful perjary ? and prood of an ailiance altogether Christian, 
would it have consented to the triamph of the Koran over the 
Gospel,and barbariem over civilization? Tt was necessary to 
arm, to fall atleast with honour; but the firat step once taken, it 
became necessary to march forward uader pain of extermination, 
The Revolution: popular in ite motives, ought to have become 
still more so by the events which woald follow it The terrible 
fate oi all that the Greek nation possessed in distingaished men 
and celebrated families, the deatruction of charches and schools, 
the activity of a blind vengeance, all shewed the abyss in which 
the nation weeld plunge itself if it were cowardly enough to 
submit. 

“ What gusrantee for ita safety could it expect from those 
who disdained jt, and violated every law! Irritated at its poal- 
tion, which offered it neither justice nor protection, the torrent 
of the frat events pat it on the alternative of conquering of dy- 
ing. Feeble, and stript of all, it would have been oversblemed, 
if Divine Providence had not hitherto supported it. What! So 
few years afier tho deliverence of Rurope, celebrated by the 
powerfal of the earth as a work of divine crace, may we not recal 
to European policy, that the Almighty watches over the eonduct 
of nations and kings ; and that he preparce the bappiness of 
future races from tho misfortunes of the present rage? Abandon. 
ed by the rest of the world, supported by its glorious, recollec- 
tions, Greece, impelled by its calamities, will remain in the path 
of glory, and will civeto Christian nations the example of a peaple 
combating for their country, and resolved te conquer or die 


“ Sach is the fate which Providence has destined to it. If 
the immense resoarces of their mortal enemies should sacceed 
against the ation, they would be covered with their blood, snd 
perishing, they would convince posterity they were deserving of 
better fate, The nation, assembied by its deputies, bavieg given 
itself a provisional Government, conceived it tobe iis daty, and 
for the interest of the people whom it represents, to expese ite 
position end its resolation to the Christian nations

Economy.—la the last Jovawat of Bciewce of the Rovat 
Institution, No. XXV. p. 217, we have another sample of 
Ministerial wsdomand economy, “ Take care of ihe pence 
says the proverb, “ and the pounds will take care of (hemselves;” 
but Ministers, in their over geal, the ouch core of beth, a8 to 
leave the public no coneera aboal the matter. Mr. South, F. R. 8, 
in shewiog the iaadequacy of the Chronomewical Arsangemente 
atthe Roya! Obsereatory under the authority of the Lords Com- 
mustoners of the Admralty,” quotes Mr. Croker’s advertisement 
ia Tue Gagette, sbieb states, that “ their Lordebips wi\i par- 
ebase atthe ead of eacbyear, the chrooowelers whieh sbali bare 
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kept the best time, at the price of 3097. and the second best, at 
the price of 2001.” This system, and from experiment, Mr 
South declares to be wasteful and inadequate to the purpose pro- 
posed, ashe has a box chronometer, most satisfactory, and by 
the best maker, for which only Gfty gaineas were charged. 


“If, however (he continues) their Lordships should deem it 
right still to have theie chronometrical affairs condacted at the 
Royal Observatory (and as to the propriety of this, among 
scientific men, there seems some doabt,) I will indulge @ hope, 
and a sincere one it is, that if SOQ. must be annually given for 
two Chronometers, thattwo may be procared at least os good us 
apy private individual may get for one.

Ireland.—Tho power of beneficence broucht into action for 
the relief of our miserable brethren in Ireland, is a spectacle on 
which angels would love to dwell, The rich, whose bounty has 
already flowed, have earned for themselves that highest of earthly 
enjoyments —the conscionsness of active, well-diracted, and use 
ful benevolence: and those whom aceident only bas yet prevented 
from following up their human impulses by similar exertions, 
may be left to the workings of their own generous minds, which 
will ensure to them, ere looz, the same reward of virtue, There 
exists a third clase, however, with whom it is but jast to remon- 
atrate on the mischief which their indirect repression of good 
of selfish or 
sordid one hae done the eause of charity althis its utmost 
need——we mean those, whether clergy er laity, who have neglect. 
ed to use the means within theie power, and the efforts positively 
enjoiaed to them by public authority, for promoting the contri- 
butions for the charitable fond. We have to remark for ithe 
second time, that the applications at the doors ef bouses bave 
not been so active or so general as we might have expected, 
This is shameful: and if it much retard the increase of the con- 
tributions, the persons guilty of cansing such delay may have to 
answer for the deaths of uncounted numbers of men, and chil 
dren---victims to this neglect of prompt and seasonable succour 
Can the Ministers of Relicion endure such a thooght without 
agony’ There are men who wish to cast upon the Legislature 
the whole burden of relieving the distressed, We are not 
among them. The sufferer has a right to relief from every one of 
his fellow-creatures who is gified with the means to assist bim 
The most essential link io the chain of society would be 
destroved, if the poor man were taught that nothing ia 
the shape of kiodacss or sympathy was to be looked for from 
his afluent neighbour. If there be one kev more command 
ing than another, by which the affections of the Irish maltitude 
towards the peaple of England can be anlocked, itis that which 
opens the purses of individual Englishmen to refieve their su®er- 
jogs. The minds of these unhappy creatures —we do not epeak 
without book-—are, at this moment of pinching famine, wrought 
upon to a pitch of gratitude almost indescribable towards them ; 
and the sentiment is an bundredfold stronger, because the soarce 
of their relief (however partial) is a voluntary subscription, than 
had it been effected through a formal grant from the Government 
We mustadd, that a provision, and large one, by the Legisiature 


is indispenusa as @ supportanda supplement to the obvioags 
deficiencies of a private tribatn which woder no circum 
stances, could be render mmensurate wi pes ner so 
dreadful, The ai mG roment, we aver, has becn croel!ly 
short of the occasion dis biv short the claims for which

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edto have provided. What responsibility so fearfal as thas 
ineurred by letting the ‘people die by tens of thoasands in the 
midst of ove: flowing granaries of corn? What case of famicg 
either in ancient or modern times, was ever heard of so dread(y 
asthis?

We seethat the brand of discord, periodically lighted by 
the Orangemen on the 12th ef July, has beea permitted to blage 
with as little interruption on the part of the people in auibority 
as en any former occasion. This nuisance of dressing the Col. 
lege-green statuc,if the feelings of one great portion of the Trish 
cannot he brought te treat it with contempt, ought sarely to be 
prevented by some means or other within the reach of the meni.

Besides the disgust excited, and the reproach incarred, more or legs

average allowances will exeeed the necessity of the case, 
and will tend to a continual, and indefinite increase This 
is one of the greatest and most galling oppressions, under 
which agricultare now labours; and if not speedily checked, it 
will convert this ‘sweet and cheerful countrr,” into ao immense 
arena, on whith the passions and conflicting interests of mea 
will be engaged in hopeless warfare, and the veice of reasoa 
be drowned amidst their mateal clamours.”

Vienna, June 12.—Oa0 the evenings of the 21st, 224, and 
24th of May, the inhabitants of Vienna witacssed some new, inter- 
esting and scientifically important experiments with Sky rock- 
ets, made at the Observatory of the University: they rose to 
the extraordiaary height of 2000 Vienea fathoms, (27 times the 
height of the steeple of St. Stephen's charch) at which elevation 
they spread a dagzling light which eas very visible with the na- 
ked eye at the distance of 20 Germen (100 Eaglish) miles, and 
even more. This importaat invention has been immediately ap- 
plied to determine the longitade ceomeirically, for which par- 
pose itis pecaliarly calculated. Notwithstanding the anfavoora- 
ble weather, this first essay perfectly suceceded, and the proposed 
object, vis, to determine with acceracy the difference of the me- 
ridiaes of Vienna and Ofen was fally attained. Another more 
important experiment will shortly be made.

The Defendants were attired in the ex 
actcostame of Tom, Jerry and Logic, and assumed the characters

Mr. Bish expreased his determinatien to prosecute all per- 
sons who for the future may create the Jeast distarbance in the 
Gardens; and by way of caution he would print the apology of 
ihe Defendants, and the bills should be posted io the Gardens, 
which, in all probability, would have the effect of preventing 
young men from degrading themselves, and annoying the compa. 
ny for the time to come 


Horse-Stealing.-- A correspondent states that horse-stealing 
has of late become very prevalent in the North of England, and 
that a person who was lately convicted at Lancaster, subseqaent 
ly confessed that, in his practice, he hed stolen apwards of one 
hundred.

THE AMENDED MARRIAGE ACT. 


: The SOLICITOR GENERAL steted, that be had heen request- 
ed to present a petitioe from « gratieman who was deeply interested ia 
a bill now coming down from the Hoare ef Lords, eatitied “the marri- 
age act amendment bill,” and which professed to be an amendment and 
expianstion of the art ef Geo. Li. fer the better prevention of clandes- 
tine marriages. Thepetition was frem Arthar (Chichester, Esq .—heir 
at law, end claiming te be east heir to the large estaies and title of the 
Blarquie of Denegal, in the event of thet nobleman’s anerted marriage 
being deciared to be aoll sed void by the seotence of the spiritual 
ecowts. The petitioner set forth that the en pest fects operation of the 
bill in question would be, tovalidate and affirm sech preteuded marriage, 
and thereby to deprive him the (petitioner) of his jert tithe to the estates 
whieh otherwise be mast of right succeed to; and be then proceeded te 
recite thet a suit bed been entered inte as by the Marqpis af Donegal 
agsiost the asserted Marchioness ef Donegal, ostensibly with the ebjret 
of adnuiling the between them, bet in fact coliusively, ie the 
hope of proearing ki to be confirmed (as we understeed.) (The henovwra- 
ble aed learned gentieman thee read largely from the petition, which 
wes ta the effect above stated; and sebmitted that the petitioner was 
likely te be seriously aggrieved by the passing of euch a bill, and would 
be deprived hy it of his vested rights to the extemive property which 
had been settied him by bis grandfather, aod tu which he bad been 
hitherto eaocidentli note entitied: and then the petition, having recited 
the petitiower’s tithe to the property, through a variety ef entails, con. 
cinded by praying that he might be beard by counsel at the bar of the 
henoarable hease, against se mach of the bill as might be deemed to 
affect bis interests.) The henenrable and learned gentiemas pre- 
ceeded to remark, that ifthese allegstions were troe, as he had we 
kied ef reason to denbt, it was clear that the petitioner had a 
vested iaterest in werp large aad very valuable estates io the sister 
ki g iom ~an interest which be held, by the same tithe as that which 
secured the property of the hen. gen’. whe heard him (the Soliciter 
Gen.) samely, the law of theland. The bill in qerstion was « violation 
of every thing like equity, and went te strip this petitioner of estates to 
which he was thus eutitied by the law ef the land. He (the Selicitor- 
Geveral) did trust, therefore, that apen a bill which was thus to operate 
oo property that the petitioner at thie moment hed a lege! right to dis. 
pote of by deed—aed which be might legally convey to another fer « 
valeable consideration —the petitioner would be aliowed (e be beard by 
evnasel at the bar of that howse. The hon. and learned geatiemen ad. 
ded, that he felt himself on thit occasion emtitled in allade to one of the 
precedents which had bees cited in favour of the bill, and as authority 
for this sort of operation —he meant the well.heown case of Mr. Wright. 
Mr. Wright come geare age brought from $90 te 400 actions against 
divers clergymen in thiscovntry fer nen-residence, ander the anthority 
of en old act which had been disused, bat was then still in force; and 
Goally o Will aves beanght ia to pr tect the clergymen from the oid 
stato. Te the arguments apon that bill it wae contended, and fairly 
cootended, that by the former statete Mr. Wright, or any ether prose- 
cotor under similar cireamstances, bad a vested interest in the penaities 
ef the act; that the pew bill was entirely an export facie one, and went to 
defeat that vested loterest ; end a maltitade of precedents wes predaced 
ie sapport of the claim of Mr. Wright; bot If that gentleman’s was 
a vested interest to alegel and statetery sense, how very t, 
aod how mock stronger, mast be the right of Mr. Chichester to this 
property. (hear.) He (the Soliciter-Geeera!), when the now bill was 
breaght in to supersede the eld statnte, was himself of coansel for Mr. 
Wright; and theagh the hease of lords rejected his case, they heard 
what argements he hadte offer ia sepport of it with attention and 
had aod derided that a2 a geversi principle no man could be 
deprived of a vested sight. With Mr. Chichester, he (the Solicitor. 
Geoeral was nei seqeainied; bat he weald beg to impress Pupon the 
house, thet i wes evident that gratioman was possessed, io thie cave, 
of erated rights of great importance, ead that the operstion of the new 
merriage bul weald be te wrest them from him. Every body mast 
heow at the game time, that io many iestesces a vested interest was of 
greater calae tha® an actaa! posseesecaion ; and ender all the circum. 

ttascer, be (the Solicitor General) felt himself entitled to apply, on be- 
hai of the gentlemen @be had intrested this petition to bis care, that be 
might be heard by coqneei at their ber, withench erguments against the 
pesmng ef the bil as his counsel shovld have te orge. 


Me. SCARLETT thoeght the bonse shoeid have beee distiactiy ia. 
heomed by the petivener whethe: be wai petitiomag agaiast the emend. 
meets oF the beady of the bili in question. (hear,) Lt appeared to him, 
that the sole abject of Mr. Chichester wes deias (heer), to thet by inter. 
pening this petition, the bill might staed ever till the rising of the 
bonse, ond thes be lest fer the seagise, Lt seemed, too, deabifal how 
fur be could be affected by ibe ameodmects at ail. 
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Dr. LUSHINGTON caggested that the house weald remembor, 
ther wt Ihe time when thie bill was @rst inrreduced, Mr. Chichester’s 
interests were iv no way affected by it. The subsequent alterations and 
emendinehts made in the other Hease of Parilameat bad vow brought 
them inte question, His honourable aad learued (rieed (My. Seartert) 
was wrong in saying that the amendments did pot affect Mr. Chiches- 
ter, They did, om the contrary, very materially affect bis interests, and 
be (Dr, Lashington) theeyhr thar, oa the whele of the case, the house 
Ought to grant the prayer of the petition. | 

Sie JAMES MACINTOSH perfectiy remembered when it was 
that this bill wes made retroapective, for itwasen a metivn latreduced 
by himself in «a committee of the whole howse, Ali the aweadments 
made ia the Heuse of Lorde feilowed the retrospective clause, He 
thought eufliesent thmehed been afforded to Mr. Chichester ta hage in- 
terposed his petition before the present eceasion, and he did think tha 
the doing so now Was a mere contsivance wilh a view to delay, and se to 
lose the bill. 


Mr. BRAGGE BATHURST enbmitiod (as we anderstoed him) that 
the course proposed by the petitioner was tery informal. 


The SPEAKER caid, the question was as te the receipt of this 
petition, there were very many precedents te warrant the bense ia re~ 
cleving i). Aetethe prayer fer being heard by counsel, if it applied

peal from the Coart’s expected senteace of nullity, upon no other ground 
bat that under the pending marriage act amendment bill, this mariage, 
though void eoder the existing law ((he 26. Geo. If.) might aitimately 
be estebliched as good end valid ; that the Jadge of the Consletery Court,

MARRIAGE. ACT. 


Dr. PHILLIMORE moved the order of the day for the consideration 
of the Lords’ amondments to the marriage act. 


The order of the day having been ready. 


Dr. PHILLIMORE expressed hig bope that the honse would con- 
ent io the alterations made inthe bill, as they were calculated to effect 
the object ‘the houwss had in view at the time it passed the measure, 
which had been sa much changed. The amendments bad received the 
most deliberate consideration of the Hense of Lords, aad in fact carried 
the prieciple farther than bad been anticipated, The honourehle and 
learned gentieman then explained the natare and effect of the various 
— ments in some detail, aad concladed by imploring the howse to 
remedy great injustice by passing the bill, aad accomplishing « purpose 
be bad for years entettdenty : = pita 


Dr, LUSHINGTON was aware, that in opposing the bill he was tak” 
ing the anpepalar side of the question, bat he trusted that the howse would 
pause when it reflected that this measure repeated all thet had been 
donesince the year 1754, in amanner perfectly novel, and in his epinion 
imprecticable, The present was the only occasion when the bease was 
afforded an opportunity of ceconsidering a eabjret thet sfected property 
and interests to an immense amonnt, Ut was tingaler that there were 
ouly 90 Hoes of the original bill left, while ten peges of new and 
undigested matter was added by their lordships. Some parts, especially 
one most important clanee, were se confusedly worded, that it was 
wholly anintelligible. Tt was not less remarkable that if the principle 
of the bill were good, it had not been extended to Ireland, so that the 
framers of the bill, by limiting it, had practically contradicted them 
eclves, The honorable and learned gentieman then preceeded to dissect 
the bill, and pointed oat the injustice which it appeared to him weeld be 
inflicted on various individuals ander many ef its clauses. Se obscare, 
so unintelligible, were several of the provisions, that he was sare it 
would puzzle the Lord Chancellor, with all his law, to understand 
the measore, It wonld affect most injuriously a great deal of pro- 

erty, the inheritance of which depended on contingent remaleders. 

Bos individnals vested their money in the parchase of reversions, and 
contingent reversions, depending on parties not marrying, whose juter- 
este might be materially injared by thie bill, Were these cases of rare 
ecearence? Certainly not. He, along with several other gentlemen, 
happened to be trustees of a property amounting to not less than 760,000! 

ar 600,000!,, which was realized by lending money 24 years age, on an 
estate depending at that time on two lives, If either of these parties 
had issne in consequence of a marriage, which, nader the existing law, 
would rot be valid, this new measare would legitimatize the off:pring of 
that marriage, and deprive those whe were now entitled to the property, 
of their just right. Thehononrable and learned centleman then cammen!- 
ed on that part of the bill which provided that perjary committed fer 
the parpore of procuring s license, shook! be punished with transporte. 
tion, When man and wife fell out, they all know that their dispates 
were generally carriedon with considerable acrimony ; and this bill held 
outa strong temptation, when family dispates accurred, for one of the 
parties, where pecjary had been committed, to inform against the other 
and to untie the marriage knot, by having recourse to transportation 
Then, there were varions provisions, with respect te granting the leense, 
which, if he were Kishop of London, wenld induce him never te issue 
one, He woald condemn all his friends to celibaey for life, sooner then 
go throagh such a preceeding. Were be the bishop, be woald cay 
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Yon most continne bachelors, a: far asl am concerned: you shaliget eo ¢ 
license from mes (leughter.) Then the clergyman mast be catiched ° 


of the individuality of the party; end he mast be convinced that the 
words of the parish regictor were precisely the same with the extract 
inserted in the bimense, although the party might have been bore ia Corn 
wall or Northambertand, and the marriage was te be selemniged in Lon 
don, or vier weres. It was said that @ peble lady was a very great friend 
to this bill, He believed it to be the fact, for it certainly sevenred mare 
of the petticoat then of mescaline eaderstanding§ (4 tough.) A marri 
age frandalentiy entered into, if celebrated by banns, went unpunished 
wader the provisions of this bill; bat if it were celebrated by license 
trantportation followed. Now heshould be pied to know whe « false 
eath should be punished ia ene case, aed cet ia another? Why ia 
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the one case should transportation be awarded, while lnrpunity way 
granted in the other? He was not to be brought over to support this 
bill on the plea that it wenld do away ene evil now, and that it migh 
be improved at a future period. No bill onght ts pass that houst 
bat sach as the great majerity of members could declare, apon thee 
consciences, they perfectly anderstood, and were acquainted w ith the 


effects and consequences to which it might tend. (hear, heer.) His 


learwed friend had admitted that there was some obscurity im the bill: 
Whatt obscarity in the marriage act ?—obscarity in the law of the land?, 
—obseurity in a bill which was to sanction the mest solemn engagement 
that a man could possibly enter into? This was stated, and it was werthy 
of remark, by the aather and supporterof the meastre ; aud conld the 
honse think of passing it, becanse in some fatnre session they would re. 
medy the mischiefs to which it was likely to give rise—mischiefs upes 
which they themselves rushed with their eyes open? Per these reasons 
he shonid move That (he amendments be read 8 second time this dey 
six months,” 

Mr. PLUNKETT said the hen. and Jearned gentleman hed called on 
him and others, before they assented to any measure, to take care thet 
they auderstood every sentence and syllable of it, This was certainly 
imposing a very difficalt task on gentlemen ( lengh)—a tack which be 
feared they weald be wnable to execate. (a langh.) If sack s costom 
had prevailed, it would endeabtedly have one good effect—it would 
bave considerably diminished the aamber of laws on our siatate book. 
(a laugh.) He perhapsdid not understand every sentence and sylldble 
in the btil now before the honse, but Re believed in bis conscience that it 
was © measure which would do great good, by removing a system whese 
principal featares were manifest injustice and grove cruelty, and be aise 
thonght that aay inconveniences te which it might give birth might very 
easily be cured. (Acer, heer.) The how. and learned gent. said, “ Ad. 
here to the sucient law of the land, and resist this innovation.” He 
would sey, “ Let as retarn fo the ancient law of the land, o@ which the 
existing marriage act ls an innovation. (Arar, hear.) It was described 
as an innovation by (he great Commentater on (be laws of England, aud 
sachit really was, The marrings act passed in 1754 was av innovetion on 
the ancient and indabitable law of this couctry. That act was introdoced 
by Lord Hardwicke, to prevent the children of distinguished familes, 
in their minévity, from forming anguitable alliances. It was clear that 
the evil which it was intended to meet conld mot be very extensive ; and, 
in bis opinion, it might have been cured by jedicions moral restraint, 
Fer his own part, he knew ao better mode of preventing such a mischief 
than by geod erample, hy kindness, by the application of m idness and 
temper. Coudeet of that description woald | reveat children from rom- 
mitting the error against which the ald of the legisistere was deemed 
necessary. He did not mean to say that legislative authority might not 
be beneficially resorted to om sock an occasion; but it eught te be used 
for the parpese of forming anch gaards and secarities as would prevent 
the offensive act from being dene, instead of sending forth « bill, like 
that of 1754, whieh wae so loosely framed, that an improper marriage 
might easily he effected, and which afterwards visited with panishment 
beth the innocent and the guilty. That set left it le the power of those 
personas whom it was the object of the legislatere to restrain from es- 
eusvitable marriages, to effect the object they had ie view, if they ei- 
their wilfolly or mistakenly took afatee oath. Tt left it mot in the power 
of the parent, or gaurdian of the minor—it left it wot ia the power of 
the clergyman, to prevent the marriage, or te inquire iate the trott 
ofthe minor's allegation. All that was cecessary was Wie oath. The 
bill now before the bonse left it net to the party himself. It required 
that his age, and the consent of his pareat or gaurdian, showid be reri- 
fied by the affidavits of third persons, stating thelr koowledge of the 
fects. The act of 1754 had not the effect of pealshing the anther ofs 
frand,—ve, it visited with panishment a remote aud ng peste: 
tity. (hear,) Wasit not, then, contrary to justicr ? It made the offipring 
of certain families bastarde—it destroye! their ieberitable blood—asd 
as estates cold not devolve on them, they moet either ge to come ether 
branch of the femily,or ifit had become ettinct, the property hereme 
vesied in the Crewe, It wae a monstroas act, aed be rejoiced that te 
prosent measure woold pat an end to its operation. Tt was an act andit 
tingeishing and merciless —it was an set pasishing the innocent ant 
vewardieag the profligate— it was an act cottivg ap all the relations ef 
life —it was an act nesetiling property and destroying the prace 
bappleess of society. (rer) The ben. sad learned geat bod deveribed 
most pathetically, the distress which meet affict e noble Fimily wee* 
any of its branches formed arash matrimonial conmerive. He conid fret 
for the distress ef parests and relations en sech an ecresion, bet te 
could not bring himeecifte remove that distress by herting ruin on thes 
who had not offended.

of innocence and virtue? (heer.) Did it net bring rele and divereét 
on those who, io the Gret iasteace, hed we means of ererting the ot 
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which was visited with se mach calamity? (Acar, hear.) He wassur. % lmemperience, and by frau or by perjury, inveigied her inte an imprevi- 


prised at the resittance the bill had met with ia the otter house, 
from one of whom be could aot speak bat io térms of respect end effec. 
tien. He alladed te an individual (Lord Stowell) who bad long been the 
ornament of thie hoase, and whe had bree most deservedly raised to the 
peerage. His eppesition to the measure was « melancholy proof that 
neither strength of mind, extest of learning, aor maturity of experience, 
were capable of eradicating deep-rooted prejacicrs. Three 
were raised against the present bill ;—fret, that the principles of ovr te- 
gisiation were decidedly hostile te ex pest facte laws; second, that if 
this Bild were to have a retrospective effect, it omght to provide forthe 
rights ef property, which it did not ; aad third, that if those rights were 
net attended to, it ought, atleast, not te affect’by its operation sults 
which were now vending. Mow he denied that ic was against the prac- 
tice of ear legislation to frame bills that eperated retrospectively. When 
lewsa were made which eacrosched on the common law, whith affected 
the rights of individaals, and which were fonad to be aawice or daarer- 
ous, it was erroneons fo sey thet the practice was not te remedy them 
hy retrospective taws. A memorable instance of this was te be found 
in the repeal of the Popery taws, both in Evgiand and freiand, Whea 
cortainof those laws, the recevery laws, were repealed in 1781, did the 
act of repeal merely say, that they shoald mot operate in furare? No; 
it weat back, aed relieved these who had been sabject to their operation, 
with a few special exceptions. With respect te the effect which the 
present measare woeld have on property, expectatly that which depend. 
ed encentingent remainders, the bon. end learned geatieman mast 
know that the mariage set of 17546 Was not passed with the most distant 
view to the secarity of those whe were interesied io that species of pro- 
perty. Moeasares connected with this very subject, aod having « retres- 
pective effect, hed siready been sanctioned by the Legistatare. Wit- 
mess the bille introdaced by Lord Hertford aed Bishop Horsley 
te legaliae certain marriages solemnieed by banns, ia chapels where mar. 
riages had aot been solemnised previously te the year 1754 The case 
of Wright was alee completely in point. By the act of the 19th of Charies 
TI. all marriages solemaised between 1612 and 1660 were rendered valid 
though many of them teek place ander circomstances that made them void. 
At that peried persons thonght themeelves at liberty te marry before a 
justice of the peace, aed all those marriages, were legalized. He could 
refer te amether very strong case. By the common law, if any priest mae. 
ried, the marriage wes void, the isene of the martiage were declared ii- 
legitimate, and the property develved on the person or persens ia «e- 
maieder. Bat, by the 9rd of Edward VI., and by the 6th aad 6th of the 
same King, which recited the provisions of the 84, it was declared that 
the marriages of priests were, to all intents aad purposes,vatid and effec. 
teal end thet the issee of sock marriages were entitied to the preperty of 
their parents. It had mot been thoaght affrontfal to the House of Lords 
te propose dealing with legitimate issue in poiat ef property as’ if they 
were illegitimate, Ly passingian act of this kind the house wonit enti 
Ue itself to the gratitude of the country: they woald proceed se far in 
disentangiiog oar laws from technicalities. Bat the lords had conteadod 
for what militated againat the laterests of the commenity. He (Mr 
Piavkett) woeld fellow the example of Lord Hardwicke, whe hed said 
that there were clansee iatradeced inte the bill which he did not an- 
prove, bot he would say take it as bis marriage act, for better and for 
worse, Sohe would say of thisbill. (lead cheers.) 


Mr. HUDSON GURNEY sapported the bill, theagh be fele bennd 
to express bis dissent from some of the amendments made by the Lerds. 

Mr. WETHERELL objected both to the retrospective and pros- 
peetive parts ef the bill, ee violations of the lew. His honourable and 
learned (riend bad expressed jest reprebation of canvassing for « pri- 
vate bill. He thonght it « hundred times worse to canvass of & pobdlic 
bill. Bat it wes coterioes to all Londew thet this bill hed an aspect is 
a pertiewlarease. Appealshed been made te hamanity and feeling. 
He required so each argamenis te homanise his fecliggs, bat in the 
eppesite scale he pot general justice and wisdom. ( ) The hea, 
ani learned genileman concinded by protesting agsinet the indecent 
beste with which the messere was being harried throagh the honse ; he 
seould mott heartily give bis vote te favour of its pestponement. 


Dr. PHILIMORE explained. He desied that the present bill had 
been prepared wirk a view te any particelar case; end malatained that 
its retrespective operation was eet se decided as that of the measare 
whieh had been brought forward in 1817. 


The ATTORNEY-GENERAL resisted, tn every view, the amend 
menis which had been attarhed te the bill by the apperbesse. The ect, 
a8 it wow stood, diGered totally, exeept as te twe clauses, from the act 
which had originally bees proposed t: the Hoare of Commons; the a! 
terations intredared were pregeent with danger end with misemiel{ and 
yet Parliemest was desired, simest withowr consideration, to edopt 
them. He arkeowledged tiret the existing low might press bard in par- 
tiewlar leatonces;: bat let the howse leek st the measare which was pre- 
posed te be ewhatitated fer it. The mode in which the preepertive risuse 
proveded he protection of minors :e (ature, was reallg worthy of the 
sitestion ef beeserabie members. Sovpese the kind of case ageingt 


which (ke act provided. Seme mas took advantage of « gir! of fortuse’s 
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deat mvrriage. Under sack ciream:tances the whole personal property 
of the woman (ber whole fortune if it was funded) came late possession 
af the hesbaad. Now how did this new law propose te perioh such an 
offender? The pasishment desigued for him was really worth atiention. 
Tue law traesperted the husband for life, and so deprived the wile of ber 
pretectec; it confiscated the whale of bis property to the Crewe, aad su 
robbed her of these means which had ealy vested iu him by hit mirriage 
with her. (hear, Aor.) And let the house consider the sltastion ia 
whieh parties were placed. The feet of frand in a marriage might be 
discovered years after it had taken place ; and the private malice of a 
thied persea might plange a whole family in rain, (Acer, hear.) The ques: 
tion, thee war, not whether there ware evils about the existing law, but 
whether the hoace was disposed to intredace greater evile ia order to re. 
mevethem And really the maaner ia which the billiwas drawn ought 
te be soticed. Toere were eoaetmenis in it ee aboard, °9 that it was im: 
pascible they coukd be complied wih. The clanse, for instance, relating 
to the et ting of licenses, Licenses were notte be granted but apen 
the takiog of certain eaths, Now what was the Arat oath? It ren thus: 
—** If a license is required for the marrirage ef parties, boil or either 
of whom shall be dieged to have obtsined the age of 21 years, such par. 
ties ehall respectively make oath that they are respectively, and that 
each of them beliewes the other te be of the fall age of 81 years.” Se, then, 
ifene of the parties was 81 years of age, the other was toswear that he 
or she was tweuty-one also. (heer, and laughter.) Aud the same cianse 
proceeded —** The parties are to make oath that the Gonsent ef the per. 
800 Of percons Whose consent be by law required te their marriage bas 
been given, Whowere the persone whose consent was se required! 
The very | vw itself repeated that act «hich made the consent of parents 
or ef guardians secessary. Whe were these parties whose oousent 
waste be sworn te? (heer, bear) The honourable and learned gea- 
tiemas (Dr. Phiilimere) denied that thebill bad been framed te mart any 
particaler case ; bat it wes impossible for any ene not te perceive thet 
there were persons whe looked forward tathe vill withinterested motives, 
(cheers) Me (the Attorney-genersl) would net detain the house by 
geing through afi the clauses ef the bill; but there was one case of 
bluader sopaipable, that be could not help mentioning it; audit was 
fot a bioader intredaced ia the amendments, bot areal blunder made 
by the heneerable and icareed framer of the bili bimeclf, What weald 
the heave say to a clanse enacting that, before Lanne of marriage canid 
be published, “the names of the parties and the homers of their abode 
sheoold be fixed upon the dese of the parish chareh?” (hear, and leugh- 
ter) Mat if he objected to the prospective measures of the bill, to the 
retrospective clanee he was still mere ly opposed. The effect af 
that clause waste pet an end to all distinetion—te make eo difference 
between eases of absolate perjary and cases of ignorance or neglect ; 
bat at care te set ap and make valid ali marrieges, whatever their 
character, since the year 1754. The evils which mast erise out of the 
presiog such @ measure divided themecives inte ramifications into whieh 
it waeecearcely possible to follow them. A marriage might be rendered 
valid long after the parties were dead; and property which hed paseed 
to rightfal heirs weald be taken from iheoee beire and transferred te an 
iMegitimate offsprieg. Sappose A having an interest ia @ property fell. 
ing icone of B, and Ii's iiiegs! marriage (o be made valid, and bis jesne 
legitimate, by the present bill. Or cary the cave (which was possible) 
etill farther, Sappose A to have sold or mortgaged his interest ; teppese 
the interest to have been transferred (for so it might be) through half « 
deren lands, could there Be & more gross invasion of the rights of pri- 
vate preperty than the doing of any ect by which that interest war made 
forfei:? Was it just to benefit « wilful violator of the law at the ox 
pense of parties whe had mewer violated the law ot ali? The more thet 
he (the Attorney General) heard of the bill, the more he was inclined to 
epvese its passing inte siaw. However be might consent to « change 
of system fer the fuiare, he never would consent to the vioisgtion of 
existing contracts, [twas anew messare—e@ meesare full of impor 
tance, and @ measare, ot least, apon which the house enght (a pence 
Delay, a0 it happened, coald predace 00 material inconvenience; fer, 
with (he happy iecoe which ran throagh the set, it repesied ihe 
existing law forthwith, bat did set intreduce ihe now one wots!

Since the issue of our last publication, which contained 
an absiract of Mr. Moorcroft’s proceedings and expectations, we 
have been favowred with the sight of alate Letter from Leb io 
Lodakb, dated September 14, 1822, which contains some inter- 
esting particalars worthy of pablicatios. 

Tt appears from this Letter that on the dey preceding the 
date oo which it was eritten, the persons sent by Mr, Mooreroft 
to Yakend, had retarned to Leh, with Letters from the priaci- 
pl Authorities there, the tener of which was enfavoureble to his 
wishes ; so that be was compelled te abandon all thoughts of 
visiting that city, 

It is kuown that this refasal on the part of the Acthorities 
at Varkend to admit a British Traveller lato their territory from 
Jodie, bas beew eecasionced by the preponderating inflecace of 
Russia io that quarter, where she is eodeavouring to secure by 
gigantic strides, that Commercial Intercourse, which might 
have been enjeyed by Britich Merchants, if earlier of more 
decisive measures bad been taken to ensure it. 


Mr. Mooreroft was, however, on the point of setting oat 
for Kashbmeer, having already eogaged the herscs necessary for 
bes journey, and proposing to commence his march early io 
October

The discovery of a breed of Mountaia 
Sheep, of which every Cottager in Bagland not réoeiving parechi- 
al relief, may keep three with more case than be can maintain a 
Car Dog ; so that every little Farmer may keep a small flock of 
them ea the present waste preduce of his farm. Thie breed is 
secared, and arrangements are made for keeping a stock of them 
for the next three years. 


If the remainder of Mr. Meorerofit's joerney be as prodac- 
tive of advantage te his country, as the former portion of it is 
likely to be,—there are few Travellers whe will be able to enu- 
merate greater public benefita resultiog from their labours thane 
his enterprising Ladividual,

hoped that the @riter of that letter will o01 take it amiss that Len- 
deaveur to poiat out te him where he has misapplied ead evi- 
deutly misconsiroed the propesitions of that Pamphlet. So far 
from the aather’s proposing, as the letter alleges, ia cases of mis- 
tule ead violence, “ Do not judicially unravel these dispetes, do 
not teach all parties the stern and impressive admonition of the 
law,” ke. ko. the very passages of the Pemphict quoted by the 
Correspondent declare, that it is the absence of adequate jadi- 
cial authorities “for enravelling these eases,” like the Justiogs of 
Peace io Bagiand, aad for “ teaching ail parities the stern aad 
impressive admonitions of the law,” which renders it necessary 
to institate additional provisions and new casciments fur that par- 
pose, The part of the Pamphlet, as | aadersiand it, io whieh this 
writer's observations particularly apply ,coes direetly to prove the 
necessity of s more summary and decisive mode of bringing all 
parties concerned in such distarbanees and dishonestics, imme- 
diately ander the arm of the jodicial sethority in iis storaeat 
eharacier of redressing against and inflicting penishmen: on the 
crimes of tarbalence and dishonesty. The Pamphiet proposes 
that, on producing a legal document sanctioned by oficial regis- 
try ia the Jedicial Courts, sed thereby peying o stamp revenue 
to Government, the Police Officers should be empowered to lores 
all the parties to & semmary and siriot jedicial seruting, thet 
penishment and redress shoald be awarded while it could be 
most eseful end effective, both in preventiog evil ead producing

monities ina state of civilization, and such jaws are always 
found more effective than cither “the fears of hel! 6r the haog- 


Io haman Jaws the sanatory and preventive object bas 


man’s whip, tokoep tbe wretch in order,” however much the pas- 
sious, in cotutored barbarism, may bave inclined legislators io 
our couatry to call for sacrifice rather than merey or prevention. 
Io this respect I cannot help believing with Mr. Falconer, thet 
the prompt and frm power propased to be vested in Darogas, for 
bringing, apen the authority of a legally authenticated docea- 
meat, the parities at once (to judicial serutinyg, whether that sere- 
tiny rests with Jadge or Collecior, would be attended with exten- 
sive benefit, both as giving apreveative rather than vindictive, 
obasacter to the law, and as applying the remedy directly to the 
object and the sense, 86 that the meanest capacity could not 
misanderstand the purport of the law, nor the craftiest attempt 
to evade it. So clenr a proceeding wouwid, { am sare, be regarded 
as an important aid by all who have (cit the embarrasment at- 
tending the management of such cases ia ihe present ordinations 
of the Courts- 

I beg leave in the next place to represent a very anlogical 
and unfair application of the Pamphiet's arguments against Hiself. 
Tt is quite anneeessary (or estyblishing trath to take up false 
groand, or pervert simple details, Let us give the Pianter's ar- 
guments fair play, The Correspondent imputes to the Pamphiet 
the preposterous reasoning that follows, ‘‘Do not judicially an- 
rayel these disputes, but separate the litigants by 8 miles, giving 
each a strict monopoly of all the Todigo that can be growa 
withio a circle of 16 miles in diameter,” Now this illustrates 
how very weak, and consequently bow erroneous and anjast 
are the efforts of reason, even in ablo men, as the writer of the 
Fetter seems to be, without the correction and castigation of eol- 
lisive discussion, This would no doubt pass for logical argu- 
ments and refutations of unanswerable eogency and forte, an- 
Jess there were opperjanity of exposiog iis weak polats aad 
shewing where the obliquity aud aufairaess crept in, 

The writer of the Pamphiet bas endeavoured to demonstrate 
that the Planter, by investing property in the soil for the par- 
pose of rendering productive all the possible crop of Ladigo plant 
withia a certain circle, establiches a kiad of anamolous property 
or right ia that circle of cultivation, a far as can booffer sufficient 
indecoment to the tenaniry to cultivate it for bim, and in as mach 
as be cannot be deprived of that cultivation by another without 
annibilating the property which he invested thore for that oultiva- 
ion. Mr. Paleoner, on thie pricciple, einimed protection for the 
Pianter from thie annihilation of the property so invested, as a 
matter of right; or if he failed ja establishing that claim as a 
right, he recommended it as a matter of expediency and public 
geod, on account of the demoralisation and other evils both to the 
people, the trade, and the revenge, arising from the contea- 
tions of avarice and enoroaching ¢copidity in the pre-cocupied 
circles of cultivation. On these principles he recommended 
either as & protection of certain anomalous private rights, 
(analogous to other existing provisions in law) of as a measure 
of public atility and expediency, that restrictions should be 
imposed on the liberty of encroaching on such pre-occupied 
conventional property, or on the right of preference to aueh 
aMianced cultivation, If the ressoning on which such pretensions 
wore founded, is saprposed erroneous or false, it is fair and pro- 
per to expose its falechood in the free discusnes of the 
sabject; and if the kind of protection or immunity to the proper- 
ty sank ia bie balidings, of the kind of anamolous right to pre- 
ference ia the surroanding cultivation, oa the established or com- 
mon terms for which be contended, be supposed te partake too 
much of the nature of a monepety, or of any pernicious infringe 
ment of pablic right, thewitis proper and feir to prove this, and 
to confete his pretensions; bat from these promises it is a teielly 
unjastibable, uolegica!, and depraved contortion of his reasoning 
to impute to bis arguments such an inference as thise—* Do net 
fudtioiatiy wnravct these dispuies, but separate the litiartes by 
6 miles, giving each a monopoly of a circle of 16 miles.” &e.&e.— 


The Pamphict recommended, as circumstances 
direst, a provisional distauce of 8 miles te be preserved between 
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every two Factories, which, dividing the 
both, would only loave a circle of 6 miles 
not 16 as misrepresented. Any specife limit ef coarse should 
depend on the circumstences of the sitwation, and the prov isiog 
suggested in the Pampbliet that the acighbeurs showld oot be 
injared in their presseupsacies,~ ould éonstitdle the safest rule of 
control as to distance. Some such general rule, confirmed ty 
Goveroment, would, f am sure, be felt by we, ad by every ee 
trate in the Indigo districts, a blessed relief. | - . 


The Pamphiet also endeavoured to prove, that the Ryets 
instead of benefiting (as the Correspondent jnsinuates would be 
the case) by the Chmpetition of the Planters, are both depraved 
and impoverished by it in the end, and are enriched only by the 
fair aod equitable protection of the trade, and theteby are ene. 
bied to promote the welfare éf the Planter who enriches them. 
How mech of the litiieness of baman nature as well as of the 
fallacy of haman reason, appears in the endeavour to Topresem 
this state of tbiogs as the trangaifreign of the benevolent monepe- 
list, which the simple and éincere creatures may be prevented Wy 
their poverty from distarbing. Bot a supgreilious or tnvidiows 
sneer cannot alter the ustare of truth nor swhvert an srgua@ent 
founded on experience aod facts, to which alone the Pamphic 
referred as. 


The hint that the inconveniences ef competition arise from 
there being already too many Europeaos ip India, is perfeetly ia- 
telligihle to all eho have been in the secret of that class of the com- 
munity, who could compound for repose in their public duties, 
by the sacrifice of aj] that compromises amelioration of the boman 
character, or any denefit te the millions whom fate hes placed 
under them, and wrom-despotism could silence even in any depth 
of calamity. Bot it is the rights of these pacific millions, as well 
as of the few Baropean adventurers, that the Pamphlet proposed 
to protect agaist the avidity of each other, and of sil parties 
and classes without distinction, who slike require the encourage. 
tent and proteéiion , Gnd would wrurft by it. The 
Europeans io Lodia are enqucetiohebly the easiest contralied of 
the Gerernment’s sebdjects, as they can be removed from it at 
pleasere, and can hold ne indefeasible right in the seil. Aad 
the proud and pre eminent distisaetion of our gierieus eountry 
it will ever be, thai they were the enly conquerers ever known 
upon earth, whe extended charity and protection te the vae- 
quished, even to the verge of appearing anjastte themsc!ves. 
Under such aathority there can be no danger from the cecasion- 
ally obstinate of the enbending Baropeans mingling with 
the er:ces of the timid native. It may e¢ventaally be the leaves 
te leaven the whole mass into sterling worth. Let eet therefore 
the loxarious and idle Fuactionaries of Office aiermar at the 
trouble to which they may be sometimes forced by Earepean 
contumacy, ia demanding redress of wrooge, rather thaa that 
the aterdy petitioners sheald endere taiquity ia silence, or bey 
its exemption with gold. Their clameers qwill be Mand mach 
more easy to appease than the Hefens of Australia, withost 
the reference hinted at (eo the enlightened expedient of Gover- 
ner Macquarie respecting these frail friends ef the Jovnnat’s

TICKA BEARERS. 


In May 1704, the Sitting Justices at Caloutia resolved to 
adopt the following Regulations for the Hire of Ticka Bearers: 


Ist, —Thatthe hire of Ove Ticka Bearers for one day's work, 
shall be one sicea rupee. 

24.—That balf a day's work, with the same number, shall be 
eight annas. 

3d.—That half a day ehall be considered to be from day 
break till twelve o'clock at noon, from twelve o'clock at noon to 
eight ia the evening, or for any eight hours during the day. 


4th.—That on application, either one, two, three, or four 
Bearers shall be sent at the same rate as a set of Ave are. 

Sth.—That oo going out ef Caloutta to the distance of five 
miles or apwarde, the hire shall be four annas per day to cach 
Bearer. 

Gth.—That four coss or cight miles shall be considered as 


one day's work.

the existence o¥thies direful Maledy, in tha, Colony, questionable ; — 
perhaps from ite assuming a different form from that ia other situations, 
Be that ac it may. 


Concerniog Hydrephobia much has beem said,—mach bas been 
dene,—and still more hasbeow written. In fact, the snbject has been 
ably handled by some of the most learned and shilful Physicians and 
Bargeons of other, aswell as onr own times, They all unanimously 
egree, that “Excision ofthe bitten parts is the only certain remedy, 
when it is practised in time, and fully.” ' 


Mr. Samuel Cooper, io his iovainable Works, apeaking of Hydre- 
phobia, says, *' The operation eheuld be done completely; for a time- 
yous Surgeon, whe should fear to ent deeply, or to cut « sufficient quan- 
tity of the eurrounding Ges away, would be « most deogerous one for 
the Patient.” 


Instances have been known where persons have ent out the lecerat 
ed parts themacives;—e lancet, a knife, a razor, ar ang other sharp: 
edged instrament, effects the purpose :—after this process, the wennd 
shenld, as seep'as possible, be washed with Brandy, er Spirive of Tar- 
pentine, or Bau-de-Cologase, or, in short,—any ardent spirits that ean be 
most readily procuredj—er, for want of the ebove, Vineger, te which 
some Kelt might be edded;—after which, the Wounds sliould be ad- 
dremed with Pealtices, made of Bread, (er Meal,) aed Brandy,— 
the addition of come Honey accelerates supperation ;—if Brandy be not

They all unenimonsly 
agree, that “Pxecision of the bitten parts is the enly certain remedy, 
when it is practised in time, and fully.” 


Mr. Samuel Cooper, ia his ievainable Works, speaking of Hydre- 
phobia, says, ‘' The operation should be done completely, for a timo 
vous Surgeon, who should fear to ent deeply, or to cat a sufficient quan- 
tity of the eurrounding flesh away, would be a most dangerous one fer 
the Patient.” 


Instances have been known where persons have ent out the lacerat 
ed parte themscives;—a laveet, « kuife, a razor, or any ether sharp: 
edged instrament, effects the purpose :— after this precess, the wound 
shonld, as seop'as possible, be washed with Brandy, er Spirits of Tur- 
pentine, or Eou-de: Cologne, or, in short,—any ardent spirits that can be 
mont readily procuredj—or, for want of the shove, Vinegar, to whieh 
come Salt might be added;—efier which, the Wounds should be ad- 
dressed with Poultices, made of Bread, (er Meal,) and Bravdy,— 
the addition of come Honey accelerates supparation ;—if Brandy be not 
athand, Cape Wine may be sabstitated, 


Perepivation should be indaced by dranghts, of warm Wine, or Bran- 
dy and Water, with the addition of Spice, given every haif-heer, tills 
copions sweat breaks ont ;— this should be encouraged during 6 or 6 
hours ; — But the fresh air must by no means be exelnded from the Pati 
ent’s chamber, during any period of bis confisement. The Bowels 
ought te be kept epen with Castor Oil, or Spirits of Tarpentine, (two 
table-epoonful of Tarpentine, and twe of Caster Oil) or Salis, &c. &e-

bappons, that the Poison is completely wasted upon the clothes, in which 
case no mischief is ens sined. 

It is elso generally allowed, (se greatis the influence of the miod 
upon the body,) that many more persons die from the effects of shoer 
terror ead apprehension, than from ecteal disease.

Any thivg relating to the late Mission to the Eastward, must. I 
presume be peculiarly interesting to every part of the commonity, The 
watural siination.of the countries it visited, the great facilities afforded 
te commerce by their pumerons and excellent harbors, the natete of their 
products, and the secollection of the extent of the trade carried ov with 
them, during the earlier periods of our intercourse with India, all tend 
to encreae this feeling end to point (hem ‘oat as wide fields for the ex- 
tensiog ef our trade aud the exercise of onr commercial enterprise. 
Most of these advantages have been lost in the conrse of years, and even 
almost forgotion. Mapy have been the assertions, and these too backed 
by what would appear to be the very best authorities, thet such ts the 
jealoasy of the nations between Siam and Chine, that Feropesus contd 
never couduct a trade with them. Recent circomstances connected 
with the late Mission, however, have proved this doetritie to be au atter 
fallacy. Ishall not now however, enter upon this so , bat shall on- 
ly point out the nature and valne of thelr severe! productions, awd then 
give a list of the places with which the English need te conduct a flea: 
rishiog trade, almost the whole of which they heave now lest in conse- 
quence of their own impradence ia ieterfering with the affairs of the @o- 
verament of these countries er by their intemperance in their dealings 
with the natives,

Among the metallic prodects of the Siamese empire, are Lead, Tren 
and Tia, Ide wot remember the precise Jocality of the Grat. fren 
foaad in the northern parts of the kingdom, and is of a pretty good qua- 
lity.
